began by saying that he is opposed to 
discrimination on the basis of race, 
gender, or national origin, and to the 
idea that some people should have 
special privileges and rights based 
on those “immutable characteristics.” 
He added that he was expecting Gerth 
to present an argument in defense of 
preferences and quotas. Richter also 
said that the system of preferences 
and quotas is incompatible with Tho- 
mas Jefferson’s “sacred principle,” 
referring to the phrase in the Declara- 
tion of Independence, “All men are 
created equal.” 

“T want to hear why certain neenle 
should be given these special advan- 
tages. I think that I want to hear how... 
if we’re going to designate that certain 
people be treated differently because of 
their ethnicity, tell me how you will 


know what their ethnicity is?” he said.’ 


Richter told a personal anecdote 
of how, as an undergraduate at UCLA 
in 1950, he had been at the forefront 
of the civil rights movement. He 
refused to join a fraternity that ex-

cluded minorities, 

“I was there long before there were 
any marches and I was there long be- 
fore it was ‘politically correct’ tomake 
the decision that bigotry and prejudice 
is wrong,” he said. 

Richter ended with a warning that 
when society differentiates between 
people of different races, withholding the 
rights of some to help others, “mayhem 
and disaster” can’t be far behind. 

Gerth then took his turn to argue in 
opposition tothe initiative. He argued that 
affirmative action was an integral part of 
California’s master plan for higher edu- 
cation. He also said that the most signifi- 
cant promise of California’s public uni- 
versity system is inclusion, notexclusion. 

“T believe it to be demonstrable that 
affirmative action has been a major force 
in the onward march of the citizens of this 
state to have ahighereducation system that 
is inclusive, not exclusive,’ he said. 

Gerth said that the authors of Prop. 209 
believe that affirmative action is no longer 
necessary. He argued that without idealis- 
tic goals for minority recruitment, the di-

Students helpless in Computer labs

Having trouble getting help in the 
computer labs? Many students are. With 
sO many students now using the uni- 
versity computer labs, it is becoming 
increasingly difficult for the lab assis- 
tants to keep up. In addition, the Uni- 
versity Computing and Communica- 
tion Services note that many open labs 
are understaffed, making assistance 
more and more difficult to obtain. 

According to Scott McGown of 
UCCS, the entry-level requirements 
for computer lab assistants include: 
familiarity with basic system opera- 
tions such as DOS and Windows, 
knowledge of SacLink, word process- 


. ing, programs such as Microsoft Of- 


fice, Word, Excel, and Powerpoint. 
But some students complain that some 
lab assistants are not as helpful as they 
could be considering their position. 
One student, Gustavo Cardenez, aregu- 
lar user of the library computer lab, 


said, ““The lab assistants can help with 
E-mail, but that’s about it. We should 
be provided with good assistance.” 

While this cannot be a safe gener- 
alization for all assistants, it is a con- 
cern of many students. One lab assis- 
tant himself stated that many potential 
employees are placed solely on their 
knowledge of particular software. 

To make matters worse, there has 
been talk of eliminating ‘all paid lab 
assistant positions within the open uni- 
versity labs. According to one lab as- 


sistant, one manager has suggested hir- - 


ing on a volunteer basis. This, he says, 
will only make getting good help even 
more difficult. “Computer assistance is 
a technical field, and assistants should 
be paid accordingly,” he said. 

According to Linda Downing of 
UCCS, this idea has only been sug- 
gested. She stated that a formal pro- 
posal has not even been written, which 
is necessary because any change in 
employmentmethods must be approved 
by her office. 


Ex-ATF agent promoted 
to professorship

William Vizzard, who has served 
in the field of law enforcement with 
several agencies including the Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms, 
has been promoted to associate pro- 
fessor in the criminal justice depart- 
ment. 

Having spent nearly 30 years in 
law enforcement, Vizzard brings with 
him a wealth of experience and exper- 
tise. Vizzard’s career began in 1965 
as a deputy sheriff with the Fresno 
Sheriff’s Department. Two years later 
he joined the ATF as a special agent, 
and would serve until 1994. Vizzard’s 
career in the ATF would take him 
across the U.S., serving in Oregon, 


Alaska and Georgia. In his time with 
the ATF, Vizzard would go on to 
serve as a supervisor and special agent 
in charge. 

Vizzard left the field of law en- 
forcement to take on a new career in 
academics. For a semester, Vizzard 
was a lecturer at CSU, Fresno and then 
accepted a position at the University 
of Wisconsin-Oshkosh where he 
taught as an associate professor of 
public affairs for two years. 

Vizzard, who has always been in- 
terested in the fields of public policy 
and organizational thinking, feels he 
can now more easily pursue these in- 
terests in his academic career. Look- 
ing back on his law enforcement ca- 
reer, he wanted to do something else.

In addition, on 
Aug. 22, Richter charged that Gerth 
had illegally used university statio- 
nery to campaign against CCRI. 


ASI Board declares their 
confidence in CSUS president

The Associated Students, Inc. 
board of directors voted unani- 
mously to declare their confidence 
in CSUS President Gerth at their 
meeting Wednesday afternoon. 

The board, which is elected in 
the spring by the student popula- 
tion, oversees an almost $3 million 
_ budget derived from $63 students 
pay with their fees. Members of 
the board also serve with faculty 
and administration on various uni- 
versity Committees. 

Geoff Sakala, director of the 
School of Business, wrote a letter 
supporting Gerth and put the item 
on the board’s agenda. 

A portion of the three paragraph 
states: “The Associated Students, 
Board of Directors has worked 
closely with President Gerth and 
the CSUS administration to de- 
velop policies and procedures that 
are supportive of the concept of 
Students First.” 

The board’s vote comes in the 
wake of public criticism of Gerth 
by the Coalition for CSUS, acoali- 
tion of faculty members who have 
questioned policies of the univer- 
sity and asked the president to re- 
tire. 

Some of the directors wondered 
if the coalition and the State Hor- 


net have been presenting the campus 
community with all of the facts con- 
cerning the coalition’s criticism of the 
administration. 

Jeff Hamblin, ASI vice president 
of university affairs, said he didn’t 
think the coalition or the State Hornet 
have presented the community witha 
“fair, unbiased view.” 

“I don’t think they’re showing the 

whole picture,” Hamblin said. 
ASI President Sandra Schlemmer 
also said she questioned the facts that 
have been presented and said that in 
her five years with ASI Gerth “has let 
students in on the government pro- 
cess.” 

“Nothing in here says we support 
the coalition or we don’t support the 
coalition,” Schlemmer later added. 

The directors discussed the word- 
ing of the letter before voting to ap- 
prove it. Several directors were con- 
cerned their vote could be mistaken as 
support from their constituents. The 
board voted to amend the wording in 
the letter, clearly stating that the letter 
represents the opinion of the board. 

The letter also addressed Gerth’s 
position as president of the Interna- 
tional Association of University Presi- 
dents, saying that Gerth’s position “im- 
proves the standing of the university.” 

Michael Williams, director of the 


- School of Education, saidhis vote didn’t 


signify “unqualified support” for Gerth 
that but he agreed with the letter. 


Affirmative action originally 
benefitted white males only

As part of the Faculty Colloquium 
Series, Professor Anthony M. Platt 
delivered a dissertation entitled Af- 
firmative Action Reconsidered on 
Oct. 17. 

Platt, a professor of Social Work 
at CSUS, began by pointing out that 
affirmative action policies are usu- 
ally associated with the civil rights 
legislation of the 1960’s, enacted as 
the result of the efforts of African- 
Americans to erase the barriers of 
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segregation and exclusion. Yet, in 
1935, “the Wagner Act was autho- 
rized by the National Labor Rela- 


tions Board to correct unfair labor 


practices,” Platt said. One ‘authority 
on the history of these policies has 
called this act “the Magna Carta of 
white labor,” since it permitted racial 
exclusion in labor contracts. This 
practice continued well into the 
1970's, -°' | 
Even the Social Security Act of 
1935. contained a de facto clause to 
deny benefits to African-Americans

In struggling to maintain their dig- 
nity at the Division I-AA level, the 
Hornets are not without skilled players 
who lead the conference in their re- 
spective categories. They include jun- 
ior strong safety Chad Johnson from 
Vallejo, whose five interceptions in 
five games place at him not only at the

while Tyrone Taylor, a junior from 


Pittsburg, averages 32.57 yards per 
kickoff return leading the Big Sky. 
Recognizing that the prior totals 
have been accumulated against tougher 
opponents, the Hornets should, statisti- 
cally, begin to increase their averages

Thursday night Sac 
State takes on Portland State and 
Saturday night’s match will be 
against Eastern Washington. Both 
matches will be at 7 p.m. The 
next home match will be on Hal- 
loween as the Hornets take on the 
University of Montana.

The lightlevels in the Science Build- 
ing, however, are still egregiously be- 
low those recommended by The Hand- 
book of Laboratory Safety, which de- 
tails the appropriate light levels for 
labs, offices, lecture rooms, etc. Harris 
must not have known that I research 
my columns. I have data to support my 
claims. 

That data is a set of readings taken 
witha General Electric Exposure Meter 
(Type DW-68) taken by an experi- 
enced individual. That individual found 


that the lighting in the most well-lit 
chemistry labs was approximately 160 
foot candles below recommended lev- 





els. Foot candles (f.c.) are a unit of 
measurement, by the way.

He 
hired an AVP who was well-suited 
to such a feckless position, and 
the campus went for many years 
without any academic direction. 

Because of the vacuum in aca- 
demic leadership that this caused 
for the campus, the Academic 
Senate was sucked into the roles 
that should have been played by 
the office of academic affairs. For 
example, the Senate undertook a 
complete revision of its GE pro- 
gram. It is an astonishing, if not 
grotesque piece of CSUS history 
that our current GE program was 
written on the floor of the Senate, 
item by item, without a single 
word of guidance from our cam- 
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“fundamental and important aca- 
demic program of the campus. I 
also believe that this arduous pro- 
cess is the primary cause for the 
loss of vitality of the Academic 
Senate and general lack of com- 
mitment we now see from the fac- 
ulty toward campus governance. 

Perhaps the most glafing evi- 
dence of the lack of priority that 
President Gerth has shown for 
academic values can be seen by 
examining the organizational 
charts for our administration. One 
would think that the organiza- 
tional structure would be chosen 
with service to academic pro- 
grams, to the education of stu- 
dents, as its foremost goal. But in 
Gerth’s time at CSUS, adminis- 
trative organization has been the 
peculiar by-product of personnel 
policies.
